ANTI-RED LETTER CAMPAIGN 


It is said that some thirty-five million Americans are 
being urged in the propaganda war between the United 
States and Russia. Those of the first and second genera- 
tions are especially called on to write relatives and friends 
abroad. It is said that each year no fewer than 250,000,000 
letters are written. These are not letters of the “pen-pal 
type,” but they are written to oe, uncles, aunts, 
cousins, and old friends. The question might arise in your 
mind as to what the purpose of this letter writing is. 
First of all, it is to combat the lies and distortions Com- 
munists, abroad, have spread about the United States. 
In fact, Mr. Henry Lee Munson, head of “Letters From 
America” Campaign, aga by the Common Council 
for American Unity, which is an official group, has been 
working with foreign-born Americans for thirty years. 
The council publishes weekly articles designed to help 
the letter writer correct prevalent misconceptions about 
this country, and these articles are now carried regularly 
by 182 foreign newspapers and by 186 foreign language 
radio programs in the United States. One of the main 
purposes of the letter writing is to give personal experi- 
ences of Americans, as shown in this excerpt from a 
letter from a Midwestern housewife to her cousin in Poland, 
as reported by Saul Pett: “I wish Tom could have stayed 
longer; he needs rest. But his factory is very busy. War 
work again. We hate the idea of war, but we know our 
young men are fighting because the U. N. called for our 
country and others to stop the aggression in Korea. I guess 
the only answer to real peace is to support the United 
Nations. May the Lord keep new disasters from us.” 

This Anti-Red Letter Campaign, no doubt, is proving to 
be a great corrective means of information, especially 
along the lines that it is being conducted. Sentiment is 
a powerful thing, and we know that Soviet Russia is one 
of the most effective propaganda machines of all time. 
In this letter method, we are meeting her with tactics 
equally as good as some of her own; in fact, once the 
real truth is communicated from a kinsman or a close 
friend to another, it will take more than Russian propa- 
ganda or philosophy to blast it from the heart and life 
of the individual. 

Letters prove to be a powerful means of propagating 
the gospel of the Lord Jesus Christ in the darkest period 
of the existence of the church of the living God. Letters 
addressed to individuals, such as Paul’s letter to Philemon, 
John’s letter to the elect lady and her children and to 
Gaius, and the various letters written by Paul to churches 
such as Corinth, Thessalonica, etc., were not only a means 
of imparting courage and strength to those to whom the 
letters were directly written, but have been preserved to fill 
our hearts with inspiration and serve as a guide to us 
under the most difficult circumstances that have come to 
us as individual members of the church or as a church 
collectively. ; 

Back to the thought of the Anti-Red Letter Campaign. 
I am sure I express the sentiment of all when I say we 
had much rather send a letter and accomplish our part 
of war through it rather than through bombers. Yet, it 
may take both. Let us seek God’s face for help and mercy 
in these dark days.

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SOUND WORDS 


The apostle Paul said to young Timothy, “Hold fast the 
forms of sound words.” 

Dr. Edwin Dahlberg, Northern Baptist convention mod- 
ernist leader and pacifist, gave the chief address before 
the World Baptist Congress. He was exceedingly frank and 
followed the general line of the modernists. 

He called for a new language to be used in evangelism 
and in the church to take the place of such phrases as 
“the precious name of Jesus,” “coming under the blood,” 
and “saved by grace.” These, he said, no longer register in 
the minds of the average American listeners. Why? 

Did they register in the minds of the people of the 
pagan Roman world to whom Paul preached? Paul did not 
change his terminology and accommodate it to paganism 
and to the secularism about him. “The blood,” “the precious 
name,” “saved by grace,” dre the terms of the evangelical 
faith and doctrine. They cannot be surrendered. 

This attack made upon this terminology is basically an 
attack upon their content and their substance. This is 
modernism trying to get the church to shift from the old 
gospel to the “new”—which is “not another.” 

Dr. Dahlberg furthermore thinks that Gandhi had some- 
thing to offer. In following Gandhi’s method, an attack 
is made upon the so-called “holy ideologies”; that is— 
capitalism, our private enterprise way of life, individ- 
ualism. That is exactly what he is talking about. 

In the third instance he gave the whole emphasis of the 
unity program of the ecumenical movement. There must 
be combined ecclesiastical systems which stop short of a 
“Protestant vatican.” But who is going to stop it, and who 
is going to say when the line has been reached? 

Here are the three things: modernism—the attack upon 
the gospel; socialism—the attack upon our free society; 
church unionism—the attack upon the very nature and 
genius of Protestantism, its freedom and independent and 
separate denominations and churches. 

This attack is made openly; it is made boldly. Appar- 
ently, these leaders feel that the time is short or they feel 
that the public has been ~~ © ee that they 
are now ready to hear this kind of talk. 

What the world needs is a greater denunciation of sin 
and a realization of the need of the grace of Christ. 

The reference to the Pilgrim’s Progress is a commen- 
tary upon how pagan our universities are becoming. No 
one can understand Pilgrim’s Progress unless he under- 
stands the gospel. It is the story of the struggle of Christian 
in the life of faith and grace. It was popular in England 
because England at the time was a people of the Bible. 
It was popular in the earlier days of our country because 
our people believed the Bible. But now we have raised up 
a generation of students who do not even know who Abra- 
ham was, much less Moses. To read the story of Pilgrim’s 
Progress is an entirely strange world to them, of which 
they know nothing. The things of the Spirit are spiritually 
‘discerned. The natural man receiveth not the things of 
the Spirit of God. That is what the university students 
proved. 

And so Dr. Dahlberg thinks we ought to change our 
terminology and accommodate ourselves to the natural 
man rather than to present the glorious truth and the 
wonders of the Christian faith and victory that there is 
in that faith over the world, over sin, over self, over 
Satan!—Beacon.

Now let us notice the gracious words 
of the Master in Luke 6:31, 32, “And 
as ye would that men should do to 
you, do ye also to them likewise. For 
if ye love them which love you, what 
thank have ye? for sinners also love 
those that love them.” Also Phil. 2:5, 
“Let this mind be in you, which was 
also in Christ Jesus.” Was Christ 
merciful? Was He compassionate? 

Did He refuse 
to help anyone who came to Him? 
Jesus said in John 13:34, “A new 
commandment I give unto you, That 
ye love one another; as I have loved 
you, that ye also love one another.”

There was no bitterness in 
her heart against what was apparent- 
ly inevitable.

What Price Glory

James 4:1. From the age of toddler 
to old age there is the desire to excel 
in the heart of man. It is a natural 
thing for man to desire to do some- 
thing just a little better than his fel- 
low man is able to do it. Carried on 
in the right way, with the right spirit 
of competition, it is not detrimental, 
but serves as a stimulant to business. 


In the early days of world history, 
primitive man tried to rule other tribes 
by superior numbers and devising 
weapons of destruction that were 
greater than those of his adversary. 
The same thing confronts the nations 
today. From the small planes of World 
War I, we have advanced to the super 
bombers of today that have a cruising 
range of a thousand miles, capable 
of carrying tons of death-dealing super 
bombs that lay waste cities, leaving 
behind a trail of death and desolation. 


There has never been a war fought 
that has been profitable to the victor 
or to the vanquished. Both suffer a 
terrible toll in money and lives. There 
are cities to be repaired that will 
never reach their former splendor, 
and people from whose minds the hor- 
ror of war will never be erased—twist- 
ed minds, bodies, souls. These are the 
invariable results of the mad lust in 
the minds of men for power. 

James and John, the sons of Zebedee, 
were rebuked by the Master when the 
desire for the exalted seats in heaven 
was expressed by the mother of the 
boys. Judas Iscariot let his lusts super- 
sede his desire to serve Jesus, and 
realizing what he had done, he went 
out, hanged himself, and went to a 
devil’s hell to spend eternity. Jesus 
had told him of the glory that would 
be his at the end of the way. We are 
told that eye has not seen the things 
God has prepared for His people, but 
He has revealed it to them through 
the Spirit. It will be worth anyone’s 
time to wait for the reward that 
Christ will give to the faithful at 
His appearing. 

There is nothing some men will not 
do for money. A man will operate a 
whiskey store, gambling house, or a 
house of ill repute, dealing in the souls 
of men and women, boys and girls. 
Behind it all is his desire to be a big 
man in'a big world. The racing-car 
driver risks his life to send his car 
roaring over the sands of Daytona 
Beach to establish a record for the 
fastest time ever traveled on land. 
Why? The desire to excel; the desire 
to be noticed, to be looked upon as a 
superior individual. Even in the ranks 
of Christian people we find those who 
take various ways to rise above the 
other members. Many ways are used. 
Some are harmless, but they tend only 
to stir the competitive spirit in others. 
This occurs in selling, bringing others 
to Sunday School, Y.P.E., etc. Others 
pray just a little louder or longer, put 
just a little more in the offering, 
while others will talk. This is the 
harmful fellow, for oftentimes he does 
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untold damage that is irreparable, all 
to no cause. What price glory? Adoni- 
jah desired to be king, so he slew 
many cattle, prepared a feast, invited 
a crowd, including a few backslidden 
preachers, to proclaim him to be king 
over Israel, but when the real king, 
who was Solomon, came riding on a 
mule, he was quickly made to realize 
the folly of deceit. 

The same crowd who cried, ‘“Hosan- 


na to the Son of God,” also cried, 
“Crucify him; away with him.” They 
were expecting to be exalted at once, 
not willing to endure for the sake of 
Christ. With what result? Lost for- 
ever. What price glory? If a man shall 
gain the whole world and lose his 
soul, what will it profit him? or what 
shall a man give in exchange for his 
soul? The worth of one soul is of 
more value than the whole world. 
Don’t sell out for vainglory. Remem- 
ber what Solomon said in Eccl. 1:2, 3. 
Remember Daniel and the three He- 
brew children. It will pay off big divi- 
dends not to strive for vainglory, but 
to lay up glory in heaven.

Grace is described as unmerited 
favor, God giving us something that 
we did not work for nor earn or de- 
serve. We are saved by grace. We are 
enabled to live an overcoming life be- 
cause God extends His grace toward 
us. There is a condition upon which 
grace will be granted, and one of those 
conditions is that we are truly hum- 
ble. There is a great need for the 
manifestation of the grace of God in 
the lives of Christians everywhere.

In 
other words, if we allow pride to enter 
our hearts, the grace of God is with- 
held. Not only that, God becomes our 
opponent and resists us. It is no won- 
der then that “pride goeth before de- 
struction, and an haughty spirit be- 
fore a fall,” Prov. 16:18. 

The above verse will, without doubt, 
give the reason why a person who 
allows pride to enter his heart cannot 
stand true to God, no matter how 
hard he may try, because he has be- 
come an enemy of God, and God is 
resisting him on every turn. Brother, 
Sister, you need the grace of God in 
order to make it through. You cannot 
live a real Christian life; you cannot 
have any degree of victory; you can- 
not accomplish any good for Christ 
that has any spiritual value, without 
Christ working it all out by the grace 
that He abundantly bestows upon His 
people. Not only do we find James 
teaching this fact, but Peter, also, 
speaks of it in 1 Peter 5:5, where he 
says, “God resisteth the proud, but 
giveth grace to the humble.” 

One thing is sure. We cannot live a 
victorious life without God’s help, 
much less if God opposes us. I wonder 
if the truth of this text has really 
dawned upon you. Do you realize that 
God will always resist you-as long as 
there is pride in you? that God will

never give you His grace except when 
you are humble? Do you realize why 
it is you failed in the trial or test- 
ing? It was because God did not give 
you grace. “My grace is sufficient.” 
There can be no failure where grace 
is received. Grace is God’s favor, 
backed up by the powers of heaven. 
It is God’s strength. Can God fail? 
“I can do all things through Christ 
which strengtheneth me.” Therefore, 
every failure is a lack of grace, and 
there was only one reason why you 
lacked grace—you were not humble. 

God did not say He giveth grace 
to the strong, or the talented, or those 
who have experience, or knowledge, 
or much works and goodness. God will 
resist every one of such people if they 
are proud, regardless of their knowl- 
edge, good works, talents, or past ex- 
perience. God will always and at all 
times resist the proud, regardless of 
who they are or what they have done 
in the past. On the other hand, God 
will always and at all times give His 
grace unto the humble soul, regard- 
less of his weakness, ignorance, cir- 
cumstances, or past failures. And, as 
God’s grace never fails, the man that 
receives it will not fail. Therefore, the 
weakest and the most ignorant and 
inexperienced man in the world can 
know Christian victory, if he receives 
God’s grace. Yea, he can be a thou- 
sand times greater power for right- 
eousness than the wisest, strongest 
man in the world who lacks God’s 
grace. 

This is one of the most vital truths 
in the Bible, and a truth to which 
everyone needs to be awakened. There 
is a manifested lack of God’s grace 
among God’s people. This is evidenced 
by the shallow lives-and everyday fail- 
ures of professing Christians. They 
lack grace to overcome sin and temp- 
tations. They lack grace to bear and 
suffer and to deny themselves. They 
lack grace to pray through and get 
the answer. They lack grace to keep 


sweet and kind and to manifest theg 


love of God. They lack grace to keep 
in unity. Yea, they lack grace in a 
thousand ways. And all this in the

Let’s lay aside 
our itchy slippers that make us run 
away from our services, and get evan- 
gelism, the power of God, and progress 
in our churches until the devil can’t 
punch his way in with a ten-foot pole.

$20,000 in our church. We have it paid 
down to $5,000, which we hope to pay 
off soon. 

Brother Norris, while pastoring our 
church, was a great leader. If a flock 
has a leader and has God involved in 
anything they undertake, it can be 
accomplished successfully. Brother 
Norris’ untiring efforts were what 
kept the members working. He not 
only led the way, but if anyone was 
there building, he was there, too. He 
was behind the program 100 per cent 
in every way, working and helping 
financially. 

We realize it takes cooperation for a 
pastor to be what a church needs him 
to be, and Brother Norris had what 
it takes, that was his sweet, always- 
ready-and-willing wife. Sister Norris 
was not the one to ever say no when 
called on to sing or take any part. 
She really meant much to our serv- 
ices. 

Our L.W.W.B. played an important 
part in raising money on our church 
program. 

Our Intermediate Sunday School 
Class raised the first $100 on the 
church and also bought a nice baby 
grand piano for the church. Our 
Sunday School attendance averages 
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around 165 at present.—Mrs. J. H.

A CALL COMES FROM SPAIN 
JOHN LINDVAL : 


Spain today presents one of the 
greatest challenges to the Christian 
church. It is a land lying in spiritual 
darkness, in great need of the gospel 
of light. Since the Spanish Civil War, 
the hearts of the people, seemingly, 
are more responsive to the gospel mes- 
sage than ever before. Therefore, now 
is the time when we must enter in 
to reap the harvest. Truly, the fields 
are white unto harvest but the labor- 
ers are few! 

At the present time there is no lib- 
erty for the gospel as we know lib- 
erty in America. There is no public 
preaching of the gospel, nor can you 
make public propaganda of gospel 
services. However, in most places there 
is tolerance. Christians may gather in 
their private services where they 
have perfect liberty. This is especially 
true in the larger cities. In the eight 
years since our church in Madrid re- 
ceived their permit to conduct private 
services, they have never been molest- 
ed. The result is that the assembly has 
grown until the hall in which they 
worship is far too small. 

It is impossible to send foreign mis- 
sionaries into Spain or to engage in 
missionary work as we do in other 
lands; nevertheless, the opportunities 
for gospel work are tremendous. Span- 
ish nationals who are Christians in 
other lands, such as the Latin Ameri- 
can countries, can return to Spain to 
bring the gospel to their people. This 
is not only possible but is being done 
by some of our own Pentecostal breth- 
ren. Also, our young men in our 
churches in Spain can be trained to 
go forth to establish local groups of 
believers and thus plant the seeds 
for future churches throughout the 
whole of Spain. Spain with its 26 mil- 
lion people has less than 200 Protes- 
tant church and groups of every de- 
nomination, sect, and cult. They num- 
ber less than 25,000 people. I was 
thrilled as I visited Christian groups 
in Spain. Everywhere I sensed that the 
day for evangelical expansion in that 
country is here. Growth in the num- 
ber of churches, as well as the number 
of members in all Protestant groups, 
has been great, almost reaching the 
proportion of a revival. The present 
conditions in Spain a the civil 
war help to contribute to this move- 
ment. 

In Madrid the church is the re- 
sult of the efforts of our Swedish 
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Pentecostal missionaries. The pastor, 
Brother Antonio Rodriguez, is sup- 
ported by the Smyrna Assembly in 
Sweden. After the war was over, 
Brother Tage Stahalberg came to 
Madrid in an effort to open the work 
again. They found the hall without 
windows; all seats and furniture gone. 
They had to wait a whole year for a 
permit, but it finally came. Then 
came the task of furnishing benches, 
windows, etc. Brother Rodriguez was 
almost alone, but he prayed. One 
night, in desperation, alone in the hall, 
he cried out to God. He felt that it 
was time to begin services; to reopen 
the church. So until about two o’clock 
in the morning he walked up and 
down in the little hall asking God for 
something definite. It was then he 
opened his Bible to Isa. 7:11: “Ask 
thee a sign of the Lord thy God.” 
With that assurance, peace came to 
his heart as he left the need in the 
hand of God. Early the next morning 
a knock came at the door. A man 
said, “I want to talk with you.” “Wait 
and I’ll get dressed,” Brother Rod- 
riguez answered, as he invitéd the 
man in. “Do you know why I have 
come?” Brother Rodriguez answered, 
“No.” The man continued, “The Lord 
spoke to me in the night. The Lord 
told me you have some needs. I have 
some money that I must give to you.” 
It was a substantial amount, exactly 
the amount to furnish the hall with 
glass for the windows, seats, and plat- 
form. It was the means of opening 
the hall. 

So, it was in the spring of 1940 that 
the services began. There were only 
twelve believers. After the first service, 
Brother Rodriguez was reminded by 
one of the sisters that that was the 
Day of Pentecost (one of Spain’s re- 
ligious holidays). Since that time 
Spain has enjoyed a continual growth. 
The permit received in 1940 has been 
in effect ever since; however, they 
can have no open public services nor 
any signs of publicity whatever, but 
within their hall they enjoy perfect 
freedom. Oftentimes the entrance 
hallway is crowded and packed, as 
well as the hall. The hall is now far 
too small. They are praying for a 
larger place in Madrid. Meanwhile, 
they have forgotten their responsibil- 
ity to the Spanish people and 
are branching out into the suburb 
where the pastor lives. They have 
rented the adjoining building in order 
to open a hall there. In this: suburb 


of Madrid live thousands upon thou- 
sands of poor people who lost every- 
thing during the war. In one settle- 
ment of Government barracks are 
7,000 families; some 5,000 families in 
and around Madrid live in makeshift 
affairs for homes; some live in caves. 
“Unbelievable,” you say. But true, in 
modern Madrid. 

There is a multitude of children 
everywhere in Spain. You see them 
everywhere, especially in the poor sec- 
tions. It is not unusual to see little 
tots without any clothes on whatever. 
So we have a fine Sunday School in 
Madrid. The record attendance was 
107, but because of the opposition by 
the Roman Catholic Church many of 
the children cannot come. 

Brother Rodriguez told me of the 
desire he has to reach into the other 
cities of Spain with the Pentecostal 
message. 

In Portugal, Porto, and Logos, how- 
ever, the Pentecostal work is thriving 
and growing. Undoubtedly, the Portu- 
guese Christians will be able to help 
in the opening of new works in Spain. 

The Spanish people were formerly a 
happy, carefree and singing people. 
Their climate, much like California, 
is very pleasant for the most part. 
But today, you do not find so much of 
the singing that formerly character- 
ized the people. They are more of a 
downtrodden people, under bondage 
of Catholicism; not too happy with the 
present regime. There is evidence in 
Spain of progress as far as new build- 
ings are concerned. The rich are be- 
coming richer, but the poor struggle 
on in misery. Where our friends en- 
joy tolerance in most places, some- 
times in the smaller villages there is 
definite opposition. This stems from 
the power of Catholicism in most in- 
stances. Just this past July, in the 
city of Medina de Campo, one of the 
brethren made an effort to conduct 
some services (though without a per- 
mit, for it was out of Madrid), and 
the results were that they were fined. 
The room in which they had the 
service was closed with the seal of the 
police. This means they cannot hold 
services in this place nor anywhere else 
in the town. (Would you dare attend 
a service knowing there was a possi- 
bility of your being fined?) I have 
seen several such rooms closed by the 
police. In days when Germany was 
trying to conquer the world, there was 
much anti-British feeling, and so the 
police came with four large trucks to 
the Bible Society office. They confis- 
cated Bibles and literature and burned 
them; posted their seals on the 
doors, and closed the _ rooms. 
That happened over seven years 
ago. I visited those rooms of 
the Bible Society where everything 
was black with dust. Even today, they 
cannot touch those rooms or anything 
in them. The heavy iron shutters were 
pulled closed and have stayed that 
way; meanwhile, though, the Bible 
Society carries on its work in smaller 
rooms in the other parts of the build- 
ing. They have been unable to import 
any Bibles, but they have succeeded 
in having some printed in Spain. The 
printer’s name is omitted from the 
edition for obvious reasons. The Word 
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must go forth. These heroic friends 
of the Bible Society have dared to go 
ahead in spite of violent opposition. 
They have been attacked by the 
Catholic press and the radio, but they 
are still in Madrid serving in the best 
way they can to bring the Bible to 
Spain. 

Brother and Sister Roman Perruc, of 
La Carona, Galacia, are doing a won- 
derful work. They began having serv- 
ices in their home in 1947, and since 
that time they have had services 
almost every night. A number 
have been baptized in water, and at 
the present time there are about 
twelve more to be baptized. They 
count about thirty believers at the 
present time. The front room of their 
home is often jammed with forty-five 
to fifty people; the two adjoining bed- 
rooms and hallway are often filled 
with people. Among those who have 
been converted are several fine men. 
One is a policeman. His wife and two 
children are also believers. About a 
year ago a retired Army captain ac- 
cepted the Lord and is one of the 
leading men there. The need there 
is for a larger hall. This is the need 
everywhere in Spain—for larger halls 
and church buildings that will ac- 
commodate the people that are hungry 
for God. The Assembly of God people 
have three couples in Spain. The field 
is white unto harvest; the laborers 
are few. We know of several Spanish 
brethren who desire to return to Spain, 
who are in a position to do so because 
they are Spanish citizens. But it takes 
money to support them. It takes 
money for halls and buildings. Those 
with whom I spoke seem to feel that 
more freedom will come, and with it 
a revival in Spain. We must help in 
every lone | we possibly can to bring 
the gospel to Spain. They seem to be 
hungrier than ever before for the gos- 
pel message. We have unlimited op- 

ortunities; the door is not closed, so 
et us take advantage of the oppor- 
ey and help send the gospel to 

pain. 

Note: The Church of God does not 
have a missionary in Spain. We were 
glad to get this report from our dear 
Brother Lindval (of the Assemblies) 
who is acquainted with the situation 
in that country. Let us pray for those 
dear people who are hungry for the 
gospel_—_J. H. W. 


A LETTER FROM RUBY L. 
LEWIS IN CUBA 


“For the Lord God will help me; 
therefore shall I not be confounded: 
therefore have I set my face like a 


ashamed” (Isa. 50:7). 

Greetings to our brethren and 
friends everywhere. With a heart full 
of love and gratitude to our God and 
then to His people, I am writing this 
little article to let you know how 
thankful we are here in Havana, Cuba, 
for the many prayers that have been 


\Weffered at the Father’s throne on our 


behalf. 

The things we have been accom- 
ey here could not have been done 
ad it not been for the prayers of 
God’s children who are feeling their 
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responsibility toward the unsaved and 
the burden for those who are labor- 
ing in the various mission fields. When 
we first started our work (the Lord 
working with me) we rented a little 
board house—the cheapest we could 
get—which was rat infested and very 
small. We had no money for a larger 
place. It took me four days at hard 
labor and with ten mouse traps, three 
cakes of —-. two packages of steel 
wool, one pint of disinfectant and 
plenty hard scrubbing to clean up 
the place to where it could be used. 
I also did a little painting here and 
there. I got the place so clean that 
the owner of the house wanted to 
raise the rent. It was too late, how- 
ever, as the oontract was already 
signed. She could hardly believe it 
was the same house. But there is sure 
te be a change in anything if the Lord 
sets His approval upon it. We had 
empty soap boxes and logs for seats. 
The only music was the clapping of the 
hands and untrained voices. The songs 
were not known by the natives, so it 
was no easy job getting them to come 
in and then to sing in unison. Each 
wanted to sing louder than the other, 
so I was forced to sing alone until 
a verse or two was known to them, 
then I could control the singing. We 
had no pulpit. My hands supported 
my Bible. Our mission hall was most 
insignificant, as compared with the 
large, spacious and luxurious temples 
owned and controlled by the Catho- 
lics. It seemed that everything was 
against me; but in spite of all the 
obstacles, I had faith in God. Beth- 
lehem’s manger was made vivid, and 
I was very happy. The whole affair 
reminded me of the cattle stall. 

I visited homes and prayed with the 
people. One day I made sixty-eight 
visits from 8 a.m. to 7:30 p.m. and 
had prayer in each home. Tracts were 
distributed, which had been translat- 
ed and reprinted through my feeble 
efforts. Our first offering amounted 
to 2 cents. Sometimes it would be 
nothing. Even when the offering 
reached as much as 20 cents, it would 
all be in pennies; but we were thank- 
ful and labored on. Finally, we got 
a few of the young people to come 
regularly. With much care they were 
trained for work in the church, but 
about the time they would become 
useful they were bribed by another 
organization which offered them a 
salary for their work, so they went 
with them and were turned into hire- 
lings. That was quite discouraging, 
for I had nothing to offer of this 
world’s good. I then had to recover 
from that blow and start all over 
again. A mob of young boys was 
formed to break up the services by 
throwing rotten eggs and itching 
powders while we were in prayer. 
Many went away, but a few stayed on, 
and our prayers were made known 
unto God. Yes, we labored and prayed 
down everything we had in the way 
of rent, meals, clothes, light bill, car 
fares, hymn books, Bibles, Sunday 
School literature, etc. Everything had 
to be prayed in. We are still in a 
struggle, but, my, what a difference! 
We have some benches—though not 
of the best, more comfortable ones. 


We have a small pulpit; a piano, two 
tambourines, some hymn books, Bibles, 
etc. We also have three Sunday 
Schools with an average attendance 
of 115. We have two ssion stations 
and some firm believers in the faith. 
A young brother and sister from here 
are attending the Bible Institute in 
San Antonio, Texas. Two of our min- 
isters have been called up higher, to 
receive their reward. Two are now in 
active church service (a man and his 
wife). They are young in experience 
but are doing their best. We are de- 
sirous to be obedient. “Occupy till I 
come” is the command. In the calling 
of the roll up yonder and when the 
saints go marching in, there will be 
many Cubans among them, and how? 
Because you prayed and gave to the 
cause of missions. There is much yet 
to be done. There are many yet that 
should be in the fold. We are fighting 
against spiritual wickedness in _— 
places. If you are afraid to face the 
foe, let your dollars fight for you. 
They will go forth like David and de- 
feat the enemy. Do something. No 
matter how small it may be, do some- 
thing for Jesus. He gave Himself for 
you. 

Once we rented a hall next door to 
a spiritualist medium (that was the 
only place we could get). Those people 
kept their sessions. Each night we had 
services, they would send their chil- 
dren along, with others, to throw fire- 
rockets in the hall while we were in 
prayer. One night they lit a brother’s 
coat while he was praying. There was 
nothing we could do to stop them 
unless we had them arrested (and 
that we did not feel we should do), 
sO we prayed about it. Finally, the 
Lord opened up a way and we moved 
from the place. From there on the 
Lord began dealing with those people. 
The smallest boy in this medium’s 
family became sick with T.B., and the 
second went to death’s door. One 
morning while I was having breakfast 
I heard a rap on the door. Upon open- 
ing the door, I saw the woman and 
her second boy standing there. She 
came to ask me take the boy. She 
said she would give him to me with 
legal documents. She could not keep 
him, for they were starving. Her hus- 
band had left her, with three other 
children to be cared for. I told her 
I would do all I could for the boy, 
but I did not want any documents. 
He was gloriously’ saved three days 
afterward and has gained several 
pounds since coming here to the 
mission. He is now fifteen years old 
and is studying to be useful in the 
work. Please pray for him, along with 
+ others, that they may be faith- 
ul.

Report of the Publications Committee 


Third Annual Convention, Pente-

Members of the Publications Com- 
mittee met and chose J. D. Bright, 
Editor-in-Chief for the Church of God 
at Cleveland, Tenn., to be chairman of 
this committee, and Robert C. Cun- 
ningham to be secretary.

3. That the secretary of the 
P.F.N.A. should obtain a list of all 
periodicals within this Fellowship, 
with the names of the editors, and 
that this list be furnished to each 
editor so that an exchange of publi- 
cations can be arranged. 

4. That a master list of all books 
and pamphlets written by Pentecostal 
authors should be drawn up and made 
available to all member groups. 

5. That such further steps should 
be taken as are necessary to explore 
the various ways in which the various 
publishers of Pentecostal literature 
may help one another in their mutual 
desire to spread the Pentecostal mes- 
sage by means of the printed page. 

6. That a news release covering this 
Third Annual Convention be prepared 
and sent to each member group for 
the attention of the editors. 

7. That the sermons preached in this 
Convention be transcribed verbatim 
and mimeographed, and that copies be 
sent to the editors of all member 
groups, together with any pictures 
that may be available. 

8. That a local publicity committee 
be appointed prior to the next Annual 
Convention to advertise it as much 
as possible through the newspapers, 


radio, etc. 

9. That a large quantity of programs 
be printed for the next Annual Con- 
vention, suitable for handing out in 
every part of the country and for use 
as envelope stuffers. 

10. That each official organ should
